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R BROTHERS, as Prince of the Hebrews, 
and the great Prophet of thef latter days, 
has opened up, elucicated, and ſatisfactorily de- 
fined the ſealed and wonderful ſcriptural pro- 
phecies and extraordinary paſſages of holy writ, 
in an admirable and comprehenſive manner; and 
with conſumate clearneſs, juſtneſs, and N < as 
Among his numerous explanations of ancient pro- 
phecies, it is only requiſite, here, to mention his 
wonderful elucidation of the number of years 
comprehended under them yſterious diſtintticns of 
time, times, and half an half, contained in Verſe 
of ſaid xiith Chapter of Daniel, and which he eſta. 
bliſhes to be a period of 2275 years; and, in a 
mathematical manner, proves the ſame to have 
commenced 480 years before Chriſt came in the 
fleſh; and to have expired the 12th of April 1796. 
Having premiſed the above, I ſhail now endea- 
vour, relying wholly on divine aid, to explain 
ihe remaining verſes of {aid chapter,

Daniel xii. 7. And when he ſhall have accom- 
« pliſhed to ſcatter the power of the holy people, all 
6c TH things ſhall be finiſhed.” 

- The © he,” here mentioned in this latter part 
of verſe 7th, appears to allude to a King of the 
North; and under the pretended ſanction of whoſe 
laws Mr. Brothers, the prince of the Hebrews 
or holy people, has been overcome, And he, 
being the power or ſtrength of the holy people, 
which he as their prince, like Jacob, has with 
God and men; and being at preſent confined, 
and ſequeſtrated from his people, ſuch muſt mean 
the ſcattering or ſuſpending of the power of the 
holy people: conſequently, until the lait year of 
the aforeſaid 2275 years, Mr. Brothers could not 
have been overcome, and killed in the eye of the 
law; and ſuch being accompliſhed, all the things 
mentioned in the end of chapter x1. and in this 
xiith chapter of Daniel, wil now, in a few months, 
be finiſhed. 

8. « And 1 heard, but underſtood not: then 
« {aid I, O my Lord, what ſhall be the end of 
ce theſe things.” 

Daniel x11. 11. From the time that the dail 
ce {acrifice ſhall be taken away, and the abomina- 
< tion that maketh deſolate ſet up, there ſhall be a 
« thouſand two hundred and ninety days.” 

To illuſtrate the meaning, and taking away 
of the daily ſacrifice, and the ſetting up of the 
abomination that maketh deſolate, I will, here, 
inſert part of the goth verſc, and the whole of the 
311t verſe of chapter xi. of Daniel, and then en- 


deavour to explain the ſame, and ſubſtantiate the 
truth thereof, 


XI. 30. 
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XI. 3o. © He ſhall have indignation againſt 
« the holy covenant: ſo thall he do, he ſhall even 
« return and have intelligence wich them that 
« forſake the holy covenant.” 

The word, © he,” in this verſe, is as the chapter 
mentions the King of the North; and who is, as, 
Mr. Brothers informs us, deſcended from the 
Hebrews. In conſequence of ſuch defcent, he 
had a right and even the offer of partaking of the 
conſummate bleſſings of the holy covenant, and 
enjoying the earthly happineſs that will ſoon now 
take place under the ſame. This holy covenant 
is, that which God made with Abraham, and by 
oath to Iſaac; and which he confirmed unto 
Jacob for a law, and to Iſrael for an everlaſting 
covenant: as alſo it is the covenant God renewed 
to David; and alſo the new covenant mentioned 
in Jeremiah, XXX1. 31. © Behold, the days come, 
« faith the Lord, that I will make a new covenant 
« with the houſe of Iſrael, and with the houſe of 
« Judah.“ 

Theſe days are now at hand: for Daniel's two 
thouſand three hundred days expire this preſent 
year 1798; and Richard Brothers, as the re- 
corded prince of the Hebrews, is ſuffering until 
the expiry of three years and a half, and under the 
King of the North, whom Daniel predicted in the 
22d verſe of ſaid chapter, was to break down all 
before him; © yea alſo the prince of the covenant.” 

The having indignation againſt the holy co- 
* venant” 1s, the King of che North rejecting Mr. 
Brothers offer thereof, and contemning the ſame; 


joined to the oppreſſive meaſures to {upprels it, 
and ſhut out the happy effects and joyful conſe- 
quences thereof from the world. © His having

Cc intelligence with them that foriake the holy co- 
te yenant,” is the counſel and advice he has had 
with his ſervants that are deſcended from the 
Hebrews, and had an intereſt therein, and right 
thereto; but who have not only refuſed to avail 
themſelves of ſuch right, but alſo have deſpiſed 
and forſaken the holy covenant: and in conſe- 
quence thereof, have proceeded againlt Mr. 
Brothers, and carried ſuch proceedings into effect 
as forſakers of the cov enaut. l 

31. And arms ſhall jJiand on hus part, and they 
ſhall pollute the ſanttuary of firength, and they ſhall 
take away the daily ſacriſice, and they ſhall place the 
abomination that maketh deſolate.” 

The word, “ they,“ comprehends the King of 
the North, and his ſervants. And their polluting 
the ſanctuary of ſtrength, is their cauſing Mr. 
Brothers to be arreſted as a traitor upon the 4th 
of March 1795; and procuring him, upon 27th 
March 1795, condemned as a lunatic, Mr. Bro- 
thers being the prince of the covenant, 1s evi- 
dently the ſanctuary of ſtrength here referred to, 
and which they polluted by apprehending his per- 
fon, depriving him of his liberty , adjudging him as 
a lunatic, and confining him as ſuch, Soon will it 
now be maniſe\- that Mr. Brothers is, and will be, 
the ſanctuary of ſtrength to his believers, and the 
people of Goa: fo, as they may be protected and 
preſerved from the judgments of God. And 
ſoon will he alſo diſplay to the wicked, and they 
that know not God, that he is the ſandtuary of 
ſtrength to correct, rebuke, and punith them. 
Hah viii. 14. © He ſhall be fora ſanctuary (to 

© his people;) but for a ſtone of ſtumbling, and 
« for a rock of offence, (to the wicked and un- 
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The taking away of the daily ſacrifice” is the 
taking away and confining Mr. Brothers as a lu- 
natic. For he, as the prince of the covenant, has 
more knowledge given him from God, than ever 
was Or ever will be to any other; and he aſſuredly, 
is the greateſt character of a man that ever hitherto 
was, or hereafter can be on this earth. And, as 
ſuch, he is ſuffering in his perſon, in lieu of his 
people, having, as in Romans xii. 1. “offered his 
6c body a living ſacrifice, holy and @cceptable to 
God.” And Philippians i iv. 18. „ ſuch is a ſacri- 
hce acceptable well pleaſing to God.” 

“And they, placing the abomination that mak- 
eth deſolate,” ; is their proceedings againſt Mr. Bro- 
thers, and carrying ſuch proceedings into effect 
as above noticed. For now the whole judgment 
of God mult be poured out; univerſal deftruttion, 
ruin, and death, muſt enſue: fo, as the judgment 
of deſolation may have its ultimate and awful ful- 
'filment, and tremendous completion. 

Having attempted to eſtabliſh clearly and ſatis- 
nx. the meaning of the taking away the daily 

{acrifice, and the ſetting up the abomination that 
mien deſolate, I ſhall, now, illuſtrate the com- 
mencement and termination of the aforeſaid 1290, 

days. Juſt before the expiration of the aforeſaid 
2275 years, the ſaid 1290 days had their com- 
mencement, and they will have their termination, 
at fartheſt, on the day of Mr. Brothers reve- 
lation, If the 1290 days had their commence- 
ment upon the 4th of March, 1795, the date of 
Mr. Brothers arreſt, they will expire upon the 
15th of September, 1798. And, if they did not 
commence until the 27th of March 1795, the 
date of the verdict of lunacy pronounced againſt 
Mr. 
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Mr. Brothers, they will not expire until the 8th 
of Otiober 1798. But theſe 1290 days might 
have commenced upon ſome one or other of the 
intervening days, betwixt the 4th and 27th of 
March 1795, conſequently they will expire upon 
ome one or other of the intervening days, betwixt 
ine 15th of September and 8th of Ottober, 1798; 
curing which intervening days, Mr. Brothers re- 
velation takes place, and alſo the reſurrection of 
his two books. or two witneſſes, | 
XII. « HBleſſed is he that uaiteth, and cometh to 
c H-] und and three hundred and five and thirty 
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Theſe 1335 days had their commencement the 
lame day with the alorglazd 1290, but do not ex- 
pire until 45 days poſterior to the termination of 
the 1290 days. Conlequently from the day of 
Ir. Brothers revelation and the rc{urrettion of his 
iwo books or witnelles, to that of his, and his wit- 
neſſes; and the people of Gods departure from 
this country to ſeruſalem, will be forty-hve days. 
And, as the verle fays, ** Bleſſed, indeed will he be 

who waiteth and cometh to the thoufand and three 
ee and five and thirty days.” For, as Reve- 
lations ſays, xx. G Blejjed and holy is le that hath 
part in the firſt reſurrection; on ſuch the ſecond death 
all have no power, but they ſhall be prieſts of God, 
and of Chrift and fall reign with him a thouſand 
ears.”
